Zhble Laws of Nature. 


There are about two hundred and 


fifty diseases recognized by mcdieol 
science among the ills that affect hu- 
manity, of which about one hundred 
figme as direct cuises of death in the 
bills of mortality 
'Ilie general group- 


ing of diseases has been the same from 
'he beginning of medicine, though the 
ulvance made m medical science adds 
'o the number of lucogni/cil minor 
'ypes, through a mote careful analysis 
if sjnijjtoms, and a more thorough 
knowledge of causes 


While it is true that certain groups 


of symptoms are iecogni/.ed as mdi- 
Latirig the presence of certain diseases, 
t et it is also true that there aie hardly 
<iny two cases of the same disease that 
present exactly the same phenomena. 
Symptoms that aie prominent m one 
sase may bo entirely absent m the 
uther. Hence it in that a course of 
m- dicinc that would act promptly and 
efficiently in one case may be only par- 
Ualiy successful in another, or even, 
perhaps, fail entnely to accomplish a 
cure. 


The advances mado of late years in 


medical rc&eiuch have led to a'less en- 
tire dependence upon dosing, and to 
the paying of-much moiu attention to 
hygiene. Foi a veiy large class of ail- 
ments, tho beginnings must bo sought 
for in a neglect of the laws of health 
on the part of tho suttenvr. Impure 
water, bad ventilation, lack of peibonal 
cleanliness, eirors m diet, the drink- 
ing habit, and other similar health-de- 
strojmgfo s}ti, aie lesponsible tor a 
very larg^i'Iiare of the physical woes 
of humanity. Medicine may give aid 
when the system i> suileiing from an 
attack of disease invited by improper 
habits of life, but if the same causes are 
still opeiative it is only a question of 
time when a second attack will super- 
vene 


Hence a knowledge of hygienic laws 


is a necessity (to all who would pro- 
servo|their health and keep their bodily 
and mental powers at the highest de- 
gree of activity. 
It is true a person 


may often dety nature's laws in more 
than one particular for years, without 
any appaient haiiu, but there is no 
doubt but that the duration of life is 
hniillv shoitcned tlieieby 
In point of 


tact the violation of laws of health is 
universal 
And while the violator 


may not be conscious of tho evil he is 
doing to himself, the mischief is going 
on, the springs ot life arc slowly but 
steadily being sapped, the constitution 
is giadnally buuig undermined, and 
when disease comes the patient either 
succumbs entirely ,or sadly realipesthe 
tact, when it is Ibo 'late, that good 
dealt Ii is gone forever, and life, tor 
him, must bo passed in a state of semi- 
mvahdism 


Theie is an error widely prevalent 


that Hieic is something in the way of 
medicine that will owe-'every disease. 
It is an utter fallacy There is no spec- 
ilic Known to medical science for any 
:>ue disease 
That is, there is no med- 


ium that will cure that disease every 
hnie 
Quinine, for example, is of the 


reitcst value in malailal disease, yet 


uveiy physician has met with cases in 
which it failed utterly. The cure itself 
depends upon the reeuperative powers 
of the system 
Medicine may aid this 


in vauous ways; but if the constitution 
is bioken dowii, and those recuperative 
powers exhausted, medicine can do no 
good 


Hence it follows that the wisest plan 


is to eonscive the natural poweis of the 
liody by scrupulously obieiving hy- 
gienic law, and thus prevent disease 
from obtaining a hold upon the sys- 
i'iii "An ounce oi prevention is woith 
i pound of cure," and it is easier Lo 
ii event sickness th in to cure it when 
t has onee attacked us —Toledo Blade

right on the Held. They are the 9th, llth, lllth, 
JOih, Jdth, aeto, 41st and Bad Illinois Keglments, 
is given from the record of the Adjutant Uen- 
iral's report.

What glorious singing thoy did In thosn 


days! Everybody, sinner as well as saint, 
sang then. The hymns were "lined" as an 
aid to those who were without hymn books, 
mid the young man or young woman who 
did not "jine In" onth« tuue was looked upon 
as worse thiLii a heathen and a publican. To 
assist in thu singing was on essential part of 
tho otiiiui'tte of the Lord's house, and every- 
body conformed to thu custom. 


There was one hymn which entirely capti- 


vated my boyish fancy. 
It was particularly 


adapted to calling out to the uttermost the 
vocal strength of the assembled worshipers.

There wits one good old brother, "Uncle

'•lined") from the beginning to tho very las1 
word of tho hymn. 
How and when he

everybody elso in the church halted, "Uncle 
i)U«i"Hiuiguii triumphantly, us though hesaw 
by an eye of faith thu dazzling walls of the 
New Jci \isidem.

stream, like the prolonged parts of a fugue 
It was absolutely marvelous. 


The old "revival" tunes mentioned at the 


beginning of this article are still sung in va 
rious sections of tho west, where exist certan 
religious denominations whoso faith ant 
practice have not, tu yet, been completely 
modernized. Middle-aged mou and women 
"pillars ai tho church" they are called nowa 
days, anew in B while break forth into the 
stirring strains of one of the old songs they 
learned twoscore years ago, when the pulpi 
orators aiiil exhortoa knew more of the gos 
pel than they did of grammar, and the whole 
congregation sang "with the spirit and wieh 
tho understanding." 


There wero sacred songs for oil seasons 


songs of grlsjf and songs of joy—bongs for the 
despondent, for the newly converted, for the 
old fathers and mothers in Israel, and for II 
stranger within'the gates. 


No matter what was said by tho poor 


trembling backslider who spoke falter!ugly 
in an "experience meeting," when lie sat dowi 
amid the audible "God bless Brother 
s 


of the church militant, a varse or two o 
4oug, appropriate both as to sentiment and 
melody, was sung to cheer him amid th 
trials and tribulations of his heavenworc 
journey. 
' But the old songs and the old tunes are fast 
being forgotten as the good fathers and 
mothers who know and love them best dro] 
one by one Into the silence of the grave. I 
Is to be hoped that some one will yet gather 
the unwritten melodies of early days, together 
with the quaint backwoods renderings o 
many still honored congregational tunes, anc 
give them to a rising generation who find sc 
little that is satisfying iii the machine-mad 
inuslc of the present.

proper and righteous Ubu of whisky can bu 
supplied by the pint, quart or gallun. 


The oiliest cemetery in PoitJaml contains 


the bonus of Commodoro Prebln anil sex erul 
other'marine heroes, and in tho cify arc tin 
remains of a submarine, blue-blooded aris- 
tocracy, which looks down on that of Boston. 
There are no saloon signs to be seen in Portland 
except live ones. The Portland .saloon stations
